Boston, Mass., Aug. 3.— Possibly the 
only man in the world 
without 
a 
friend outside of prison w alls is W il­ 
liam E. Hill, a Civil war veteran, who 
today entered upon his thirty-ninth 
year as an inm ate of the State prison 
in Charlestown. 
Hill is serving a life 
sentence for the murder of W illiam 
Jacobs, near Stoughton 
Centre, 
in 
1870. 
H is friends deserted him from 
the first, and his w ife, who aided him 
in the com m ission of the crim e and 
then turned State’s evidence at tho 
trial, long since disappeared. 
Hill 
w as first sentenced to be hanged, but 
this sentence was later com muted to 
life im prisonm ent by Governor < hat 
Un. 
He 
entered 
prison August 3, 
1870. 
Since then he has been out­ 
side the prison 
w alls only 
tw ice 
once when the prison was transferred 
to Concord, and again, a few \ea rs 
later, when It was transferred bock 
to Charlestown.
